In  whom  dwelt  manhood  in  complete- 
ness and  the  fulness  of  the  Godhead 
bodily. 

Under  the  Father's  empowerment  the 
Creator  of  the  heavens  and  the  earth. 

Jehovah,  the  Eternally  Existing  One, 
who  is  from  everlasting  to  everlasting, 
the  I  AM  of  eternity  past,  of  time,  and 
of  eternity  to  come. 

Whom  the  Father  called  His  Chosen, 
His  Beloved  Son,  His  First-born  of 
spirits,  His  Only  Begotten  in  the  flesh. 

The  Word  who  was  in  the  beginning, 
who  was  with  God,  who  was  God,  who 
was  made  flesh  and  dwelt  among  men. 

Foremost  of  all  who  have  trodden  the 
earth    with    mortal    feet. 

The  Babe  of  Bethlehem,  the  Boy  of 
Nazareth,  the  Man  of  Sorrows  acquainted 
with  grief. 

My  Elder  Brother  and  yours. 

The  leacher  Preeminent. 

He  who  was  condemned  as  a  male- 
factor, died  as  a  mortal,  rose  as  a  God 
Triumphant. 

Redeemer  of  the  race  from  death, 
Saviour  from  the  effects  of  sin,  source  of 
life  eternal. 

The  first  to  come  forth  from  the  tomb 
a  Resurrected  Soul. 

The  Conquerer  of  death  and  hell. 


He  who  shall  come  in  like  manner  as 
He  went  and  shall  reign  personally  upon 
the  earth  with  His  Saints. 

He  \\ho  shall  deliver  to  the  Father  the 
cleansed  and  purified  earth,  with  its  hosts 
of  the  redeemed,  saying  "  '  I  have  over- 
come and  have  trodden  the  wine-press 
alone  ' — then  shall  He  be  crowned  with 
the  crown  of  His  glory  to  sit  on  the 
throne  of  His  power  to  reign  forever  and 
ever. 'r 

He  has  been  repeatedly  proclaimed  by 
the  Father's  voice  as  the  Son  Divine,  and 
from  boyhood  to  sacrificial  death  solemnly 
avowed  His  own  exalted  status  as  that 
Son  of  Man.  Prophets  and  apostles  in 
both  olden  and  modern  days,  and  the 
"  common  people  "  who  heard  Him  glad- 
ly, have  reverently  affirmed  His  divinity. 
Angels  have  sung  and  demons  shrieked 
His  name  as  that  of  power  and  Godship. 

We  acclaim  Jesus  Christ  as  the  veri- 
table Son  of  the  Eternal  Father  in  both 
spirit  and  body.  He  lived  as  a  Man 
among  men  yet  was  wholly  unique  in  that 
He  combined  within  Himself  the  attri- 
butes of  mortality  as  the  heritage  from 
a  mortal  mother  and  the  powers  of  God- 
hood  received  as  a  birthright  from  His 
immortal  Father. 

Thus  He  became  capable  of  death  and 
died,  yet  had  power  over  death,  and  so 
held  death  in  abeyance  until  He  willed 
to  die.  This  He  affirmed  while  yet  He 
was  mortal :  ' '  Therefore  doth  my  Father 
love  me,  because  I  lay  down  my  life,  that 
I  might  take  it  again.  No  man  taketh 
it  from  me,  but  I  lay  it  down  of  myself. 
I  have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have 
power  to  take  it  again." 

He  was  unique  in  having  been  accepted 
and  foreordained  to  be  the  Redeemer  and 
Saviour  of  mankind,  and  yet  again  in  the 
fact  of  His  absolute   sinlessness. 

He  was  the  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac, 
and  Jacob,  the  Jehovah  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment and  the  Christ  of  the  New. 

No  man  can  return  to  the  Father  except 
through  the  Son,  for  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  "  the  only  name  which  <hall  be 
given  under  heaven,  whereby  salvation 
shall  come  unto  the  children  of  men." 

He  has  manifested  Himself  in  person 
to  His  prophets  in  the  present  dispensa- 
tion, and  has  spoken  with  them  as  one 
man  speaks  with  another. 
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He  is  known  to  be  in  the  likeness  of 
the  Eternal  Father — the  express  image 
of  the  Father's  person — for  both  have 
been  seen  and  heard  in  this  the  dispensa- 
tion  of  consummation   and   fulness. 

Through  the  instrumentality  of  men 
commissioned  to  officiate  for  Him,  He 
has  reestablished  His  Church  upon  the 
earth,  for  the  last  time,  and  has  bestowed 
upon  it  His  name--The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

He  has  officered  His  Church  as  of  old, 
with  apostles,  patriarchs,  high  priests, 
seventies,  elders,  bishops,  priests, 
teachers  and  deacons. 

Again  as  aforetime  He  has  called  and 
is  calling  mankind  to  faith  and  repen- 
tance, then  to  baptism  by  water,  and  to 
the  baptism  of  the  Spirit  through  the 
bestowal  of  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  autho- 
rized imposition  of  hands. 

He  manifests  His  powers  through  the 
graces  of  the  Spirit,  as  seen  in  gifts  of 
revelation,  prophecy,  tongues  and  their 
interpretation,  by  inspired  dreams  and 
visions,  by  healings,  and  by  a  diversity 
of  gifts  called  by  man  miracles. 

Through  Him  Redemption  is  assured 
and  Salvation  made  possible  to  every 
soul.  Salvation  includes  and  exceeds 
redemption.  It  is  the  plan  conceived  in 
the  mind  of  God  the  Eternal  Father  and 
given  to  man  through  Jesus  Christ, 
whereby  the  degenerating  and  disastrous 
results  of  individual  transgression  may 
be  atoned  for ;  it  is  the  means  by  which 
the  loathsome  malady  of  sin  may  be 
cured.  Redemption,  or  rescue  from 
death,  is  of  universal  assurance,  salva- 
tion is  of  individual  attainment,  made 
possible  in  fulness  through  compliance 
with  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Gos- 
pel based  on  the  Atonement  accomplished 
by  Him  alone. 

A  Redeemer  and  Saviour  is  essential 
to  the  accomplishment  of  the  Father's 
work  and  glory — "  to  bring  to  pass  the 
immortality  and  eternal  life  of  man." 

Sometime,  somewhere,  the  knowledge 
of  the  Lord  shall  come  to  every  soul  with 
saving  or  convicting  effect ;  then  every 
knee  shall  bow.  and  every  tongue  confess 
that  He  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the 
Living  God. 


Joseph  Smith. 

Born  December  23,  1805;  Sharon, 
Windsor  County,   Vermont. 

An   Appreciation   by   B.    H.    Roberts 

(Deceased) ;  Formerly  of  the  Council 
of  Presiding  Seventies. 

"  For  other  foundation  can  no  man  lay 
than  that  is  laid,  which  is  Jesus  Christ. 
Now  if  any  man  build  upon  this  foundation, 
gold,  siiver,  precious  atones,  wood,  hay, 
.stubble;  every  man's  work  shall  be  made 
manifest  for  the  day  shall  declare  it,  because 
it  shall  be  revealed  by  fire  ;  and  the  fire  shah" 
try  every  man's  work  of  what  sort  it  is." — 
<I  Cor.  *3    :   11-13.) 

It  was  a  happy  circumstance  that 
Joseph  Smith  tried  to  lay  no  other  foun- 
dation than  that  laid  in  Christ  Jesus,  our 
Lord.  Had  he  done  so  his  work  would 
have  been  under  condemnation  from  the 
beginning,  but  his  announced  New  Dis- 
pensation included  the  Christ  to  the  very 
height  of  his  Deity,  doctrine  and  glory. 
No  other  foundation  could  any  man  lay, 
and  Joseph  Smith  made  the  Christ 
supreme  in  his  scheme  of  things.  It  is 
the  Christ  and  his  fidelity  and  his  truth 
that  gave  Joseph  Smith's  announcement 
the  authority  and  power  of  God ;  and 
hence  his  work  endures.  No  mere  wood, 
hay,  or  stubble  in  it;  but  gold,  silver, 
precious  stones, — the  things  of  highest 
values  ! 

Every  man's  work  who  builds  on  the 
foundation  of  Christ,  even,  is  to  be  tested 
as  by  fire.  Time  has  the  same  effect ; 
and  Joseph  Smith's  work  has  stood  the 
test  of  time  as  of  fire.  About  the  time 
of  the  initial  movements  that  founded 
the  New  Dispensation  of  the  gospel  a  lot 
of  <(  isms  " — "  cults,"  sprang  into  exist- 
ence, religions,  and  philosophies.  These 
— Quakerism,  Spiritualism,  Owenism — a 
communistic  cult  designed  by  its  author 
Robert  Owen  to  take  the  place  of 
Christianity ;  Campbellism,  Millerism. 
w:th  its  fixed  date  for  the  coming  of  the 
Christ ;  but  all  these  have  either  passed 
out  or  have  become  very  much  limited  or- 
reduced  as  factors  in  religious  and  philo- 
sophical svstems. 

"  Mormonism,"  so-called,  alone  has 
survived  in  anything  like  its  original  force 
or  intent  Its  survival  is  its  own  witness 
of  its  fullness  of  truth.  We  mieht  say 
for  Joseph  Smith  what  the  Christ  once 
said   for   His   own  vindication :   If  he  did 
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not  the  works  of  God,  believe  him  not, 
l»ut  if  he  did,  though  ye  believe  not  him, 
believe  the  works;  that  ye  may  know 
and  believe  that  God  was  with  him.  For 
the  works  he  (Joseph  Smith)  wrought 
and  their  endurance  for  over  100  years 
under  the  searchlight  of  modern  investi- 
gation, criticism,  mockery,  and  persecu- 
tion, are  his  effectual  witness  of  their 
truth ;  the  Gospel  and  the  Church  he 
gave,  under  God,  to  the  world,  are  his 
vindication. 

There  are  three  broad  sources  from 
which  may  be  drawn  an  account  of  the 
Prophet  and  Seer  of  the  New  Dispensa- 
tion,  his  character  and  his  works  : 

First,  the  testimony  of  those  who  knew 
him,  and  received  him  at  his  own  full- 
face  value  of  himself — his  zealous  dis- 
ciples ; 

Second,  those  to  whom  he  was  an 
enigma  —a  mystery,  that  they  confess 
themselves  unable  to  solve  ; 

Third,  His  out  and  out  opponents — his 
enemies ;  those  who  esteemed  him  more 
than  a  heretic,  more  than  a  false  prophet, 
whom  the  world  would  be  well  served  by 
being  rid  of,  no  matter  how, .  and  whose 
works  they  would  utterly  destroy — whom 
they  would  gladly  see  cast  into  hell ! 

Frankly  I  confess  myself  to  be  of  the 
first  class  :  one  who  believes  in  him,  ac- 
cepts him  as  a  Prophet  of  the  Most  High 
God,  inspired  as  no  other  man  has  been 
inspired  to  establish  God's  truth  in  the 
world  ;  one  who  believes  in  him  without 
reservation.  To  me  he  was  a  mighty 
spirit  which  made  him  one  of  God's 
'"  great,"  and  "  noble,"  and  "  good  " 
intelligences  in  his  own  right,  by  the  very 
nature  of  him;  he  was  perhaps,  second 
only  to  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  in 
that  spirit  estate  preceding  earth-life. 
To  this  spirit,  great,  and  mighty  and 
strong.  God  gave  in  addition,  authority 
and  inspiration  which  made  him  of  a 
quick  and  mighty  understanding. 

In  this  atmosphere  concerning  him,  I 
grew  from  my  childhood ;  I  revelled  in 
the  things  I  heard  of  him  long  before 
I  could  read  them  for  myself ;  they  were 
read  to  me  from  the  books  that  were 
published  about  him — friendly  and  other- 
wise— that  told  the  story  Of  his  heroisms, 
his  fearless  courage,  his  unbounded  love 
for  his  friends,  his  reverence  for  God  and 


sacred  things,  his  integrity  up  to  his- 
martyrdom.  For  all  this,  I  loved  him, 
as  I   now  love  him. 

I  was  influenced  by  the  boldness  of  his 
claims,  for  the  tremendous  intellectual 
daring,  that  so  lifted  him  above  common 
men.  Perhaps  in  boyhood  I  loved  him 
lor  the  very  sway  and  swagger  of  him, 
and  for  his  unschooled  eloquence.  At 
any  rate  my  own  nature  formed,  a  union 
with  his  that  nothing  could  break.  It 
may  be  that  now,  as  in  Solomon's  time, 
there  is  no  '  spot  "  in  the  object  of  our 
love;  no  "  imperfection!  "  At  least 
none  that  I  could  see  or  feel. 

Later,  when  judgment  began  to  assert 
more  sway,  and  knowledge  enlarged,  and 
when  I  learned  to  regard  and  to  love 
truth  more  than  men — I  saw  limitations 
in  the  Prophet  of  the  New  Dispensation, 
and  became  conscious  of  human  frailties 
and  short-comings  in  action,  and  saw 
that  he  was  a  man,  as  he  himself  ex- 
plained, of  like  passions  and  prejudices 
with  other  men.  His  gracious  acknow- 
ledgment of  the  limitations  disclosed  yet 
another  virtue  to  admire,  the  virtue  of 
humility,  which  endeared  him  still  more 
to  me,  and  placed  him  still  more  beyond 
detraction  from  that  pride  of  place  I  had 
given  to  him  in  my  heart. 

There  let  him  stand  enshrined  for  me. 
God  who  is  said  to  charge  even  His 
angels  with  "folly,"  may  judge  Joseph 
Smith,  for  His  servant  he  was,  and  He 
knows.  To  me  and  for  me,  he  is  the 
Prophet  of  the  Most  High,  enskied  and 
sainted !       So  let  him  forever  stand. 

As  for  the  other  two  sources  of  know- 
ledge about  him,  those  to  whom  he  was 
an  enigma  and  his  enemies — let  them 
guess  and  rave  "  no  matter,  he  is  beyond 
their  power  " — the  pelting  his  memory 
with  unsavory  epithets,  cannot  change  his 
place  in  God's  economy  of  things,  or  dis- 
pose of  him  in  any  fashion.  He  belongs 
to  the  ages,  his  home  is  with  the  Gods, 
his  work  abides  on  earth.

President  J.   Reuben   Clark,   Jr. 

My  brethren  and  sisters,  I  sincerely 
hope  that  the  spirit  which  has  thus  far 
characterized  this  conference  may  be  con- 
tinued in  what  I  may  say  to  you  to-day. 
I  trust  that  whatever  I  shall  say  may 
bring  something  of  hope,  of  cheer,  some- 
thing to  encourage  and  lead  us  onward 
in  this  great  work  in  which  we  are 
engaged. 

I  wish  also  to  say  a  few  words  re- 
garding the  great  crusaders  who  were 
with  us  at  our  last  conference,  and  who 
have  been  called  hence,  Brother  James  E. 
Talmage,  who  was  a  life-long  friend,  and 
Brother  Brigham  H.  Roberts,  of  whom 
I  know  through  his  works.  They  were 
great  captains  of  the  Lord's  hosts.  They 
did  a  great  work  ;  they  were  armoured  in 
truth;  they  loved  truth  for  truth's  sake; 
they  did  not  depend  upon  the  approval  of 
the  world  for  their  inspiration  nor  for 
their  courage.  While  I  am  sure  they 
enjoyed  the  approval  of  the  world,  they 
worked  in  spite  in  it. 

Sometimes  I  feel  that  we  are  prone  to 
look  even  as  little  children  for  commenda- 
tion from  the  world  for  what  we  do,  and 
what  we  believe,  and  how  we  work.  It 
is  not  a  compliment  to  me  for  any  non- 
member  to  tell  me  that  I  am  a  human 
being.  We,   the  people   of   the   Lord, 

stand  for  the  greatest  principles  which 
have  been  revealed  to  humanity.  We 
have  no  reason  to  excuse,  no  cause  for 
apology. 

Brother  Ivins  referred  this  morning  to 
the  words  of  the  Saviour,  given  in  reply 
to  the  question  of  the  disciples:  "  What 
shall  be  the  sign  of  thy  coming?  Great 
upheavals,  political  and  physical,  were 
predicted,  and  that*  anti-Christs  should 
arise. 

I  wonder,  sometimes,  if  we  do  not,  in 
considering  those  things,  focus  our  atten- 
tion too  much  upon  the  phvsical  and 
political  upheavals,  and  too  little  unon  the 
other  side  of  that  prophecy,  the  false  and 
anti-Christ.  I  wonder  also,  whether. 
when  we  read  these  things,  we  no  not 
think  of  false  personages  pretending  to 
be  Christ,  when  perhaps  the  Saviour  had 


some  other  meaning,  because  He  spoke 
of   the   prophets   of   the   anti-Christ.  I 

think  He  had  in  mind  and  wished  to 
warn  us  against  false  and  vicious  teach- 
ings. 

The  world  to-day  is  torn  with  heresy  ; 
it  seems  as  if  the  more  fantastic  the  plan 
and  the  idea,  the  more  ready  we  are  to 
listen,    and    sometimes    to    follow.  It 

seems  to  me  that  we  have  broken  loose 
from  the  moorings  which  we  once  had, 
that  we  have  permitted  our  minds  to 
leave  those  places  in  which  they  found 
p*eace  and  rest,  to  seek  new  places  where 
neither  peace  nor  rest  is  to  be  found. 

What  mpre  anti-Christ  doctrine  could 
there  be  than  that  which  we  so  frequently 
hear  nowadays,  that  Christianity  has 
failed.  How  could  Christianity  fail  in 
this  world,  because,  so  far  as  I  know, 
Christianity  has  not  yet  been  tried. 
When  the  world  lives  the  principles  which 
the  Saviour  gave  unto  us,  when  the 
world  becomes  really  and  truly  Christian, 
then  it  will  be  time  enough  to  cast  the 
score  as  to  whether  Christianity  has 
failed  or  succeeded.  An  apostate  genera- 
tion may   not   judge   and   condemn   truth. 

How  equally  unfortunate,  it  seems  to 
me,  is  that  statement  that  our  civilization 
has  failed.  We  sav  that,  usually,  be- 
cause some  of  us  unfortunately  have  not 
had  so  much  of  the  material  things  of 
life  as  we  once  had.  Civilization  has 
not      failed.  It      has,      in      the      past, 

sometimes  paused ;  it  has  some- 
times halted,  but,  looking  at  the  whole 
course  of  history,  it  has  constantly  gone 
forward,  rising  from  every  pause  and 
every  such  halt  to  higher  and  more  glori- 
ous levels.  It  is  my  faith,  my  brothers 
and  sisters,  that  such  it  will  be  when  our 
present   tribulations   are  over. 

Chaos  in  due  time  of  the  Lord. 

Moreover,  there  are  some  of  us  who 
go  about  saying  that  if  this,  or  that,  or 
the  other  man-made  plan  does  not  suc- 
ceed, chaos  will  result.  It  is  my  faith, 
mv  brothers  and  sisters,  that  chaos  will 
come  onlv  in  the  due  time  of  the  Lord, 
and  when  the  world  shall  have  fully  and 
completely  rejected  His  principles  and 
His  doctrine. 

We  are  in  a  time  of  great  stress.  I 
sav  a  truism,  something  that  you  all 
know,   when  I   tel!   you   that  some  of  us 
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ait'   somewhat    in    want.  Many   of    us 

have  lost  the  gamcrings  0>f  a  lifetime. 
Some  ol  us  know  not  how  to  turn  to  meet 
our  obligations.  Some  of  us  wonder 
from  where  will  come  the  necessities  of 
life  during  this  coming  winter.  Brother 
Stephen  L.  Richards  yesterday  assured 
us  of  his  sympathy.  I  can  assure  you 
«>f  my  sympathy.  I  can  assure  you  of  the 
sympathy  ol  all  the  brethren  in  these, 
your  trying  times.  I  can  assure  you 
that  thev  sorrow  with  you  over  >our  pri- 
vations. I  can  assure  you  that  what  they 
ran  do,   they  will  do. 

But,  brethren  and  sisters,  there  is  a 
certain  side  of  this  depression. that  I  wish 
to  bring  to  your  attention.  For  example, 
report  has  reached  us  that  a  man  having 
a  hundred  tons  of  hay,  two  hundred  head 
of  cattle,  four  milk  cows,  several  pigs 
and  a  flock  of  chickens,  last  year  accepted 
reiief. 

Mv  brethren  and  sisters,  relief  is  not 
for  those  who  are  in  that  situation. 
Report  has  also  come  to  me  that  in  some 
cases  in  making  this  recent  survey,  those 
making  it  have  been  told  to>  urge  the 
people  to  report  all  they  could  think  of 
that    they    needed.  Relief    cannot    be 

carried  out  on  that  plan.  In  this  relief 
work  we  must  look  forward  not  to  the 
maximum  of  our  desires,  nor  necessarily 
the  maximum  of  what  we  have  had. 
These  in  need  must  look  forward  to  the 
minimum   of   their   needs.  We   cannot 

take  care  of  the  situation  on  any  other 
plan.  The  whole  people  are  not  in  a 
position  to-  bestow  luxury,  or  even  the 
full  comforts  to  those  in  distress.  If 
these  suffering  can  be  helped  from  actual 
w^ant,  thev  will  have  as  much  as  the 
whole  people  can  do. 

President  Grant  referred,  in  his  open- 
ing remarks,  to  relief  from  the  govern- 
ment. I  approach  this  subject  with 
a  great  deal  of  feeling  and  strong 
conviction.  The  thought  that  we  should 
get  all  we  can  from  the  government  be- 
cause everybody  else  is  getting  it,  is 
unworthy  of  us  as  citizens.  It  will 
debauch  us.  Judged  by  my  standards 
it  is  wicked,  and,  followed  out,  it  will 
destroy  us.  The  governments  of  our 
nations  have  not  and  cannot  supply  the 
funds  necessary  to  carry  on  relief  work 
on  that  basis.        We  must  be  as  careful 


with  government   funds  as   with  our  own 
or   as   with    the   Church's.  Patriotism, 

loyalty,      decency,      everything     demands 
that    such    shall    be    our   course. 

My  brethren  and  sistjers,  I  want  to 
endorse  every  word  that  President  Ivins 
said  this  morning  regarding  government. 
If  I  know  my  own  mind  and  heart,  next 
to  God,  the  author  of  my  being,  comes 
my  country.  '  It  has  been  my  honour  and 
my  privilege  to  serve  it  in  some  more 
or  less  minor  capacities,  and  if  the  provi- 
dences of  the  Lord  shall  so  order,  I  stand 
ready  to  serve  it  again. 

The  need  of  government. 

This  government  of  ours  was  estab- 
lished under  the  inspiration  of  the  Lord. 
We  as  a  people  need  our  government. 
We  must  have  the  safeguards  which  the 
Constitution  throws  around  us — freedom 
of  the  press,  freedom  of  speech,  freedom 
of  conscience.  It  has  been  my  oppor- 
tunity during  my  life  to  stand  near  to 
some  of  those  who  are  called  great.  It 
has  been  my  opportunity  to  work  among 
those  who  will  always  work  in  subordinate 
capacities  in  the  government.  I  want 
to  say  to  you,  my  brethren  and  sisters, 
in  all  earnestness,  that  I  have  yet  to  see 
the  man,  however  great  he  was,  that  I 
would  wish  to  see  become  a  dictator. 
Dictators  are  not  for  America,  and  the 
doctrine  that  dictators  should  rule  us 
comes  from  an  evil  source. 

As  I  contemplate  our  condition  to-day, 
and  contemplate  the  condition  of  the  pio- 
neers when  they  came  into  these  valleys, 
I  can  but  wonder  whac  they  would  have 
thought  of  our  fears,  our  apprehensions, 
our  complaints.  When  I  think  that  their 
first  winter  was  spent  here  wath  scarcely 
enough  to  carry  them  through,  and  with 
no  help  nearer  than  a  thousand  miles  by 
ox  team ;  when  I  think  of  the  following 
spring  when  they  had  to  eat  roots  to 
maintain  themselves*;  when  I  think  of  the 
fear  that  must  have  been  in  their  hearts 
when  they  saw  the  locusts  come  in  hordes 
to  destroy  their  crops ;  when  I  think  of 
how  we  are  situated,  with  an  actual  suffi- 
ciencv,  if  not  an  abundance,  with  com- 
munications open  and  free,  we,  housed, 
clothed  and  possibilities  of  being  fed,  it 
seems  that  we  should  take  courage,  we 
should  hold  up  our  heads,  we  should  re- 
turn our  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father 
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for  all  of  His  goodness  and  mercy  unto 
us.  Think  how  fortunate  the  pioneers 
would  have  thought  themselves  to  be  if 
they  had  been  placed  as  we  are  !  We 
should  appreciate  the  Lord's  blessings, 
because  He  does  not  always  bless  those 
fail  in  their  appreciation,  and  our  prayers 
should  be  not  alone  asking  foi  what  we 
want,  but  expressing  gratitude  for  what 
we  have.  And  after  all,  my  brethren 
and  sisters,  the  temporal  things  of  life, 
food  and  clothing,  and  shelter,  amount  to 
very  little,  if  we  have  enough  for  our 
actual     wants.  It     is     only    the     great 

eternal  truths  that  count,  and  we  have 
those  truths,  and  we  have  a  knowledge 
that  they  are  true.  We  know  that  by 
living  the  truth  we  shall  have  eternal  life 
in  the  world  to  come. 

Peter,  in  his  first  epistle,   says  : 
For  nil  flesh  is  as  grass,  and  all  the  glory 
of   man   as  the  flower  of  grass.        Thei  grass 
withereth,     and    the    flower    thereof    falleth 
away  ; 

But  the  word  of  the  Lord  endureth  for- 
ever. And  this  is  the  word  which  by  the 
gospel    is    preached    unto   you. 

May  the  Lord  bless  us,  may  He  let  His 
spirit  hover  over  us,  may  He  give  us 
peace  and  courage  and  confidence,  may 
He  enable  us  to>  see  the  blessings  of  what 
we  have  in  order  that  we  may  hold  them, 
instead  of  flying  to  conditions  of  which 
we  have  no  knowledge,  may  He  be  with 
us  individually  and  collectively,  may  He 
make  of  us  a  beacon  in  the  world  to  lead 
all  to  the  true  light  of  the  Saviour,  I 
humbly  pray  in  the  name  of  Jesus.  Amen. 
— (Conference  Address,  delivered  Sunday, 
October  8,  1933,  in  the  Tabernacle  in 
Salt   Lake   City,    Utah.)

Baptism. 

God   has   made   certain   decrees,    which 
are    fixed,  and   immovable;    for   instance, 

God  set  the  sun,  the  moon,  and 

the  stars  in  the  heavens,  and  gave  them 
their  laws,  conditions  and  bounds,  which 
they  cannot  pass,  except  by  His  com- 
mandments; they  all  move  in  'perfect 
harmony  in  their  sphere  and  order,  and 
are  as  lights,  wonders  and  signs  unto 
us.  The  sea  also  has  its  bounds  which 
it  cannot  pass.  God  has  set  many  signs 
on  the  earth,  as  well  as  in  the  heavens; 
for  instance,  the  oak  of  the  forest,  the 
fruit  of  the  tree,  the  herb  of  the  field— all 
bear  a  sign  that  seed  hath  been  planted 
there  ;  for  it  is  a  decree  of  the  Lord  that 
every  tree,  plant,  and  herb  bearing  seed 
should  bring  of  its  kind,  and  cannot  come 
forth  after  any  other  law  or  principle. 
Upon  the  same  principle  do  I  ccntend  that 
baptism  is  a  sign  ordained  of  God,  for 
the  believer  in  Christ  to  take  upon  him- 
self in  order  to  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  God,  for  "  except  a  man  be  born  of 
water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter 
into  the  Kingdom  of  God,"  said  the 
Saviour.  It  is  a  sign  and  a  command- 
ment which  God  has  set  for  man  to  enter 
into  His  kingdom.  Those  who  seek  to 
enter  in  any  other  way  will  seek  in  vain  ; 
for  God  will  not  receive  them,  neither 
will  the  angels  acknowledge  their  works 
as  accepted,  for  they  have  not  obeyed 
the  ordinances,  nor  attended  to  the  signs 
which  God  ordained  for  the  salvation  of 
man,  to  prepare  him  for,  and  give  him 
a  title  to,  a  celestial  glory ;  and  God  had 
decreed  that  all  who  will  not  obey  His 
voice  shall  not  escape  the  damnation  of 
hell.  What  is  the  damnation  of  hell? 
To  go  with  that  society  who  have  not 
obeyed  His  commands. 

Baptism  is  a  sign  to  God,  to  angels, 
and  to  heaven  that  we  do  the  will  of  God, 
and  there  is  no  other  way  beneath  the 
heavens  whereby  God  hath  ordained  for 
man  to  come  to  Him  to  be  saved,  and 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God,  except 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  repentance,  and 
baptism  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and 
any  other  course  is  in  vain ;  then  you 
have  the  promise  of  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. — (Joseph  Smith,  History  of  Ch., 
Vol  4,  page  554.) 
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Comforters,  Two. 

There  are  tv\o  Comforters  spoken  of. 
One  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  same  as  given 
on  the  day  o:  Pentecost,  and  that  all 
Saints  receive  after  faith,  repentance,  and 
baptism.  The  first  Comforter  or  Holy 
Ghost  h^s  no  other  effect  than  pure  in- 
telligence. It  is  more  powerful  in  ex- 
panding the  mind,  enlightening  the 
understanding,  and  storing  the  intellect 
with  present  knowledge,  of  a  man  who 
is  of  the  literal  seed  of  Abraham,  than 
one  that  is  a  Gentile,  though  it  may  not 
have  half  as  much  visible  effect  upon  the 
body ;  for  as  the  Holy  Ghost  falls  upon 
one  of  the  literal  seed  of  Abraham,  it  is 
calm  and  serene  ;  and  his  whole  soul  and 
body  are  only  exercised  by  the  pure  spirit 
of  intelligence ;  while  the  effect  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  upon  a  Gentile  is  to  purge  out 
the  old  blood,  and  make  him  actually  of 
the  seed  of  Abraham.  That  man  that  has 
none  of  the  blood  of  Abraham  (natural- 
ly) must  have  a  new  creation  by  the  Holy 
Ghost.  In  such  a  case,  there  may  be 
more  of  a  powerful  effect  upon  the  body, 
and  visible  to  the  eye,  than  upon  an 
Israelite,  while  the  Israelite  at  first  might 
be  far  before  the  Gentile  in  pure  intelli- 
gence. 

The  other  Comforter  spoken  of  is  a 
subject  of  great  interest,  and  perhaps 
understood  by  few  of  this  generation. 
After  a  person  has  faith  in  Christ,  re- 
pents of  his  sins,  and  is  baptized  for  the 
remission  of  his  sins  and  receives  the 
Holy  Ghost  (by  the  laying  on  of  hands) 
which  is  the  first  Comforter,  then  let  him 
continue  to  humble  himself  before  God, 
hungering  and  thirsting  after  righteous- 
ness, and  living  by  every  word  of  God, 
and  the  Lord  will  soon  say  unto  him, 
Son,  thou  shalt  be  exalted.  When  the 
Lord  has  thoroughly  proved  him,  and 
finds  that  the  man  is  determined  to 
serve  him  at  all  hazards,  then  the  man 
will  find  his  calling  and  his  election  sure, 
then  it  will  be  his  privilege  to  receive  the 
other  Comforter,  which  the  Lord  hath 
promised  the  Saints,  as  is  recorded  in  the 
testimony  of  St.  John,  in  the  14th  Chap- 
ter, from  the  12th  to  27th  verse.  Note 
the  16th,  17th,  18th,  21st,  23rd  verses. 

Now  what  is  this  other  Comforter?    It 


is  no  more  nor  less  than  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  Himself;  and  this  is  the  sum  and 
substance  of  the  whole  matter;  that  when 
any  man  obtains  this  last  Comforter,  he 
will  have  the  personage  of  Jesus  Christ 
to  attend  him,  or  appear  unto  him  from 
time  to  time,  and  even  He  will  manifest 
the  Father  unto  him,  and  they  will  take 
up  their  abode  with  him,  and  the  visions 
of  the  heavens  will  be  opened  unto  him, 
and  the  Lord  will  teach  him  face  to  face, 
and  he  may  have  a  perfect  knowledge  of 
the  mysteries  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  : 
and  this  is  the  state  and  place  the  ancient 
Saints  arrived  at  when  they  had  such 
glorious  visions — Isaiah,  Ezekiel,  John 
upon  the  Isle  of  Patmos,  St.  Paul  in  the 
three  heavens,  and  all  the  Saints  who 
held  communion  with  the  general 
assembly  and  Church  of  the  First  born. — 
(Joseph  Smith,  History  of  Ch.,  Vol.  3 
page  380.) 


SPIRIT    AND    BODY,    DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN. 

If  tracing  the  thing  to  the  foundation, 
and  looking  at  it  philosophically,  we  shall 
find  a  very  material  difference  between 
the  body  and  the  spirit,  the  body  is  sup- 
posed to  be  organized  matter,  and  the 
spirit,  by  many,  is  thought  to  be  im- 
material, without  substance.  With  this 
latter  statement  we  should  beg  leave  to 
differ,  and  state  that  spirit  is  a  substance  ; 
that  it  is  material,  but  that  it  is  more 
pure,  elastic  and  refined  matter  than  the 
body  ;  that  it  existed  before  the  body,  can 
exist  in  the  body ;  and  will  exist  separate 
from  the  body,  when  the  body  will 
be  mouldering  in  the  dust ;  and  will  in  the 
resurrection,  be  again  united  with  it. — 
(Joseph  Smith,  History  of  Ch.,  Vol.  4, 
page  575.)

Sinclair  Lewis,  the  novelist,  illustrated 
one  of  the  common  fallacies  of  atheistic 
argument  several  years  ago.  Mr.  Lewis 
does  not  believe  in  God  and  considers 
his  unbelief  important.  One  Sunday, 
just  to  prove  "  that  there  is  no  God,"  the 
novelist  publicly  defied  divine  power  to 
strike  him  dead.

The  ten  minutes  elapsed 
nothing  happened- -and  Mr.  Lewis  and 
the  sort  that  listened  to  such  childish- 
ness felt  that  something  significant  had 
been  demonstrated. 

Mr.  Storey,  of  the  Santa  Fe  System, 
manages  railroads  from  Chicago  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  with  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  railroad  ties,  and  ants  every- 
where busy  between  the  ties.  "  They 
say  that  a  mysterious  W.  L.  Storey  runs 
this  railroad  " — could  one  ant  say  to 
another — "  but  I  know  there  is  no  such 
person,  and  just  to  prove  it,  I  defy  him 
to  come  and  strike  me  dead."  At  the 
end  of  ten  minutes  that  ant  could  feel 
as  justifiably  proud  as  did  Mr.  Sinclair 
Lewis.  The  ant,  however,  had  not 
proved  that  Mr.  Storey  did  not  exist  and 
could  not  strike  him  dead  any  more  than 
Sinclair  Lewis  had  proved  that  God  could 
not  strike  the  author  down,  if  it  were 
worthwhile.  The  point  is  that  it  was  not 
worthwhile.
